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‘an actor or an author. To be a critic of any kind, some one sald, 
requires, as a first requisite, total ignorance about the thing to be 
criticised. Critics are, alas, too often like the juryman, selected, 


always remains a mystery to me how an empty head can qual’y 
for anything but a lunatic asylum, But this does not mean that 
ALL critics are empty-headed; it is only leading up to the state 
ment that empty heads should mot attempt to be critical; and then 
to be a warning against any one accepting, without a whole bag of 
salt, the persuasions of foolish friends who insist that he has a 
“critical mind.” Some people believe such suggestions and 
straightway become “Critica of Necessity.” Then they simply 
cannot help digging in their neighbors’ back, and sometimes 
front yards, They become critics by royal right. They become 
dangerous, They ought to be locked up. Yet because they are also, 
amusing to those who have no back, or front yard, they are en- 
couraged and God help the property-holders. 

A “critic by necessity” is often a good-hearted and kindly man 
o* woman in private life, a sincere Christian, a person of some and 
often much ability; but pen in hand criticism becomes a Duty; and 
there the harm begins. Luther was a critic, mild at first, and even 
perha@s in good faith. His grievance was personal, a quarrel about 
the rights of hia Order. He ended in destruction, which has not 
ended yet. Voltaire was a critic, and perhaps rightly, of misrule, 
but his other criticisms later on were drowned in a sea of Innocent 
blood. Benedict Arnold was a critic of Washington; he ended in 
being a black traftor to his country. : 

The man who feels forced to be a critic, should weigh his 
thoughts well on the scales of Responsibility before he dips his 
pen in ink, Especially is this true “of those who direct their 
criticisms at things religious, Pastors are surrounded by obstacles 
Which no one knows of but themselvés. The critic takes none of 
them into account. Many 4 man thinks he can hit a golf bali u.til 
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he tries it, then he knows that he simply can’t until he has learned 
how. Even that simple thitig takes thought and training. ‘Pas- 
sengers delight in criticising the management of the trans-oceanic 
liner on which they are sailing; but the wise owners provide a 
Purser who has nothing to do with navigation to hear them; and 
put fron rails around the bridge where the navigating officer and 
steersman stand. 

This thing is certain: it is better to accept a few mistakes— 
for man is prone to err—~on the part of those in authority and in 
positions of responsibility, than to allow well-meaning criticisms 
to take the heart and strength out of them to the destruction of a 
great work or a great cause, Ninetenths of the world's ruins 
have been wrought by ignorant men who were laboring under the 
hallucination that they were wise, God Himself has suffered more 
from those who mistakenly thought they were standing up for 
Him, than from all those who really started out to oppose Him. It 
was to the clamor of the people of Jerusalem, who had not read 
the law and the prophets, that Pilate yielded, and not to the in- 
sinuations and charges of Caiphas. These latter he brushed aside 
in the words: “I find no fault in Him;” but the thunder of “Crucify 
Him, Crucify Him,” brought out the cross and sent the Victim on 
His painful road to Golgatha. 

In all things that concern God, your Country and Truth, at 
least, think well before you speak or write disparagingly. One mis- 
placed word may mean the loss of one soul, one-gentence the loss 
of twenty, and one book the loss of thousands. There are enough 
critics with authority to criticise, and with a duty to take good care 
of God’s work, without you, my Catholic friend, be you speaker or 
writer or just plain gossiper, burdening your soul with unoffered 
responsibilities, for which you shall have to render an account at 
Judgment. The unknown and uncounted results of good deeds will, 
the Saints say, be great and happy surprises to the just on the Day 
of Pate. Alas! for some who think themselves just, there will be 
also man, great, but unhappy surprises,
